N a s h v ille , May 30, 1882. 
The Methodist Episcopal C'hnrch South 
is next to the largest of all the Methodist 
bodies in the world. It has a larger mem­ 
bership than all the British Methodist 
bodies put together, and nearly as large a 
membership as the combined Methodism 
of the United States, exclusive, of course, 
of the great leading body, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. In the South it out­ 
ranks every other ecclesiastical organiza­ 
tion, both in uumbers and influence, and it 
is pushing out toward a prominent position 
in the great West. A Church so large, so 
influential, and ;o aggressive must neces­ 
sarily play an important part in the relig­ 
ious affairs of our nation, and it ib not sur- 
piising, therefore, that such deep and 
widespread interest shunld have been felt 
in its General Conference, which has just 
closed at Nashville. That body, it was 
known, would determine the policy of the 
Church for at least four years to come. It 
was known, too, that that Conference 
would fill by election an unusually large 
number of important i hurch offices, and 
would voice 
THE SENTIMENTS OF THE I HURCH 
On the leading moral and ecclesiastical 
questions of the day. Hence the curiosity, 
not to say anxiety, with which its assem­ 
bling was anticipated, and the concern 
which is still felt by many to be apprised 
exactly as to w hat it did. This desire for 
information will be best met, perhaps, not 
by dry and tedious details, hut by a gene­ 
ral review, such as will be attempted in 
this article. 
The Nashville Conference had its lights 
and its shadows, its diversities and its 
griefs. There were times when it was con­ 
vulsed with laughter, and other times 
when it melted into tears. Of the events 
of a pathetic nature by which it was 
marked, the most touching and solemn 
was 
the 
sudden 
death 
early 
in 
the session of its able, honored aud 
venerable Secretary, Ur. T. O. Summers, 
though scarcely less affecting was the scene 
enacted when its senior episcopate, Bishop 
Paine, crowned with 65 years of faithful 
ministerial service, stood up to announce 
his retirement to the rank pf a superannu­ 
ate. Another pall of gloom fell upon the 
Conference toward its close, owing to the 
death of the wife of llev. John A. Thomp. 
eon, a delegate from North Alabama. 
These events will long be remembered by 
those who had a place in the Conference, 
and two of them at least will tend to make 
that body a memorable one in the history 
of the church. Aside from these the only 
really unpleasant thing that occurred dur­ 
ing the sessions was the discussion of 
THE KEDEORD DIFFICULTIES, 
Ur. Bedford has many sympathizing 
friends, and there are some high in author­ 
ity who thiuk he is being bitterly perse­ 
cuted. 
Bishop Kavanaugh holds this 
view. W hether the Book Committee did 
quite right in bearing down on the ex­ 
agent so heavily is, with many, an open 
question, hut the Conference certainly did 
right in hearing the doctor in his own de- 
fetise. That defense was able and adroit, 
if not convincing. It will doubtless he 
printed in pamphlet form aud circulated 
extensively throughout the church, in 
which event all lovers of fair play should 
give it a careful reading. The Conference 
gave its opinion directly or indirectly, and 
with a greater or less degree of clearness, 
on a great variety of subjects. It touched 
the woman question, and handled it, too, 
with great care, for it succeeded in favor­ 
ing both Bides of the controversy. It 
would not change the discipline so as 
to make women eligible for election to 
the office of Sunday-school Superintend­ 
ents, but it did give them permission to 
go ahead and raise all the missionary money 
they could, and, as an inducement to in­ 
creased effort in this direction, kindly 
offered to take charge ef the money so col­ 
lected, and relieve the fair sisters of all re­ 
sponsibility for its disbursement. In other 
words, it made the Woman’s- Missionary 
Society auxiliary to the parent Missionary 
Society of the church. 
OS THE SABBATH qUESTIO.V 
It expressed itself in a petition to Congress 
against the distribution, transportation and 
delivery of mail matter on that day. Its 
action on the subject of temperance was 
not so pronounced as some bad hoped it 
would be. Itwasasked toamend theGeneral 
Rule so as to prohibit not merely drunken­ 
ness and the use of intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage, as at present, but its manu 
facture and sale also. 
This it refused to 
do. W hat it finally did was to insert a 
paragraph in the Discipline, inveighing 
against the evils of intemperance, and mak­ 
ing the manufacture, sale and use of liquors 
as a beverage, an offense to be proceeded 
against under the law of the church re­ 
lating to imprudent conduct. An effort to 
amend this parsgraph so as to allow 
offenders of this class to he tried for im­ 
moral conduct was voted down by a large 
majority, and there were, indeed, a good­ 
ly number of delegates who thought the 
matter should be let entirely alone. On 
the question of the marriage of persons 
divorcedfor other causes than the one Script­ 
ural ground of adultery, the Conference, 
judging from th» debate, was “ forenenst." 
It disfavored the marriage of such |jersoni, 
and was unanimously of the opinion that in 
contracts where either party was of this 
class no Methodist preacher coaid con­ 
scientiously tie the knot. The Committee 
on the 
. j 
REVISA I. OF THE DISCIPLINE 
Recommended the appendiug to the mar- , 
riagc ceremony of a foot note to this effect, 
but the Conference declined to take such 
pronounced action as that, out of consider­ 
ation, probably, to the many esteemed 
fellow-citizens now well entered, or just 
entering, upon a second matrimonial ven­ 
ture, to whose standing and peace of mind 
such a foot note might he a menace. The 
question of amusemeuts the Conference 
took hold of with a rim. It looked at first 
as though matters would he made so hot 
for worldly-minded members of the Church 
that there would soon be, on the part of 
this large and respectable element of Meth­ 
odists, either a general Hocking to the 
altars for prayer, or else a general stampede 
to other churches of a more liberal type. 
Mtrange to relate, however, the Conference 
left this matter just where it found it. 
From the advanced legislation suggested, 
when it was proposed to make the General 
Rule which forbids the taking of such 
diversions as cannot be used in the name 
of the Lord, to specify public danc­ 
ing 
and theatergoing, and when a 
change in the discipline was recommended 
by one of the standing committees, which 
interdicted not these simply, bat parlor- 
dancing and the circus—from the vir­ 
tuous legislation suggested by these propo­ 
sitions, and the attitude of courage as­ 
sumed when a committee was appointed 
to investigate -Samuel Couples, of St. 
I.ouis, on the charge that since ids election 
as delegate he had allowed the trippiDg of 
the “ light fantastic'' in his dwelling, to 
the low plane of “ do-nothingism” w»s a 
long jum p; but the Conference took it 
and there the matter rests. To the prop­ 
osition toamend the General Rule, the com­ 
mittee recommended non-concurfence. The 
Committee of Investigation in the case of 
Mr. Couples discovered that he had al­ 
ready been spoken to by his pastor, and 
that therefore no further action was neces­ 
sary ; while the proposed chaDge of the 
discipline referred to was left to sleep the 
sleep of peace, with many other wholesome 
recommendations, which the Conference in 
its haste to adjourn had not time to take 
from the,table. 
TOBACCO 
Came prominently before the Conference in 
more ways than one, bat in one form in 
which it was introduced it created great 
m errim ent; in the other forms in which it 
came into view it appeared to be with 
maDy of the brethren quite a serious busi­ 
ness, requiring constant and dilligent ap­ 
plication. The laugh came in when a 
delegate brought forward a resoluto n ren­ 
dering all over 30 years of age w ho used 
tobacco in any form ineligible for admission 
to the church. This resolution was re­ 
ferred to an appropriate committee, whose 
repdft i^ion it deprecated the intemperate 
use of tne article hut thought no special 
legislation called for. 
Another subject 
the Conference touched was the revised 
New Testament. The revised text, it ap­ 


peared, had been nsed in the Sunday-school 
publications pf the Chnrch. The Confer­ 
ence was prepared to vote almost unani­ 
mously that such use must be discontinued, 
but was relieved from the necessity for 
such action by the assurance of the Sun­ 
day-school Secretary that he had already 
discontinued it of h¡8 own accord. Thus 
is this invaluable help to Bible study, the 
triumph and glory of the Christian scholar­ 
ship of the century, wounded again in the 
house of its friends. An effort was made 
to amend the discipline so as to give 
Stewards 
THE POWER TO ASSESS 
The members of the chnrch for the sup­ 
port of the gospel, with the alternative, if 
the assessments should not be paid, of pro­ 
ceeding against delinquents under a charge 
of immoral conduct. This effort, ot course, 
failed, aa also did all efforts to change or 
modify the Presiding Eldership. Proposi­ 
tions toward the enlargement of the 
church’s work were, however, received 
with favor and acted upon enthusiastically, 
for the delegates seemed to think that the 
need of the hoar was not a change in the 
structare of the machinery, but a move 
toward its more thorough operation ; not 
experiments in church government, but a 
grand effort to take possession of this 
« hole country in the name of Christ. This 
feeling seemed to pervade all minds, and 
was constantly asserting itself in the dis­ 
cussions and votes. Its practical fruits are 
seen in the provision made for the organ­ 
ization of Boards of Church Extension aud 
Education, and in the number ami quality 
of the additions made to the episcopal 
force of the chnrch. Another fact which 
shows the Conference to have been alive to 
the progressive spirit of the age, is the ac­ 
tion it took in providing for the appoint­ 
ment of a Commissioner to travel through 
the church to collect money for the aid of 
colored men aspiring to he ministers of the 
gospel. These movements reflect great 
credit on the Conference, and are the things 
which will cause it to he ever held in grate­ 
ful remembrance. In concluding to ask 
the church to celebrate 
THE CENTENNIAL 
Of Episcopal Methodism, which occurs in 
18S4, by giving $2,000.000 as a thank offer­ 
ing, to be applied jointly to missions, edu­ 
cation and church extension, the Confer­ 
ence marked at once its lofty sense of the 
needs of the work and its high estimate of 
the liberalty of the people, while the ap­ 
pointments of delegates to the great Ameri­ 
can Methodist Centennial Conference, to 
be held in Baltimore in December of the 
same year, is in the line of practical frater­ 
nity and may lead to something more, for, 
as the fraternal delegate from the M. E. 
Church, Dr. Kidgway, suggested : “ Who 
knows but that old Santa Claus may drop, 
into the stockings of the ecclesiastics as­ 
sembled in that Christinas conclave the 
ripe apple of organic union ! 
W hether or 
not the Conference showed as much good 
sense in the Bteps it took toward changing 
the name bf the chnrch, as in some other 
matters, is questionable. 
Why not wait 
tilf the reunion takes place, when the two 
nnited bodies could have the one grand, 
simple, original name, of which all the new 
ones proposed are only ridiculous paro­ 
dies?” 
In the election for Bishops, 81 different 
persons were balloted for. Who will say 
after that that Methodist preachers are 
wanting in appreciation of one another’s 
merits I 
In his peremptory declination 
Dr. Haygood had only one predecessor. 
That was W ilbur Fiske, who refused to be 
a Bishop for similar reasons to those of 
Dr. Haygood. Joshua Soule declined the 
honor temporarily, but when the law was 
changed so as to give the Bishops all the 
power he thought they should have, he 
gracefully consented to take his place on 
the bench. It is also said that Dr. John 
M. Reid, the present Missionary Secretary 
of the M. E. Church, declined on one oc­ 
casion to be made a Bishop of the Canada 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 
W hether 
I)r. Reid would decline to serve as one of 
the Bishops of his own church is another 
question.

* FLOWERS IN ANCIENT TOMBS. 
Egyptology has furnished admirable mat­ 
ter for the romanee-maker, bat in the dis­ 
coveries near Thebes there is material 
which might wake up anyone's dormant 
poetry. 
Covering the grim mummies, 
cured with bitumen, swathed in cerements, 
had been placed a wreath of llowers. The 
white and bluelutna had been gathered, and 
mingled with them there was a profusion of 
small delicate blossoms, yellow, red, and 
white tinted, all garlanded and interwoven. 
The death’s heads peered out from amid 
the bloom of a past age. 
Three thousand 
years had gone since they had robbed death 
of its terrors, and still these fragile Howers 
had neither lost color or shape. 
Butting 
aside the verges, the sonnets, which these 
Howers might inspire, modern science steps 
in and silences for the nonce the sounds of 
the lyre. What are these Howerg ? asks 
the botanist. W ith magniying glass each 
petal, stamen, and leaf is examined. Dr. 
Schweinfurth is studying these tender 
relics, eager to discover their kind and 
species. Never was botanist placed face 
to face with such treasures. 
Herbariums 
are frail, fragile, brittle things. 
The old­ 
est collections known are only the seven­ 
teenth century, and then there are but 
two or three of them in the world. 
Here are Horal treasures of 300 B. C-, aud 
they are as fresh at if culled hut yesterday. 
Three or four are at once classed, but here 
is one which has disappeared entirely from 
the flower beds of this earth, and there is 
another found only to-day in the furthest 
Abyssinia. Had I.inmeus only been alive, 
how be would have reveled as he botanized 
over this field of mummies. Backed away 
with the mortal remains cf Queen Isim- 
kheb were various kinds of fruits. Here 
are sugared dates, almost as fresh as when 
plucked from the tree. But more .than 
this, as if Queen Isimkheb had really 
broken her fast, here are teeth marks in 
the fruit, and scoopingsout evidently made 
with spoons. De Foe, in his " Robinson 
Crusoe,” made his hero start with amaze­ 
ment when on the shore of his island he 
saw for the first time the footprints of an­ 
other man. W hen Mariette Bey in his 
necropolis of Apis, came across the im­ 
pressions of toes and heels in the sands, 
which the last of the old Egyptian priests 
had left, the explorer’s emotions were inde­ 
scribable. Here with these Theban mam­ 
mies we bridge over thousands of years, 
and past eons are at one and the same time 
both far and near to us.

In preparing it 
only just enough cold water should Ire 
poured on to prevent the rice from bnmiDg 
at the bottom of the pot, which should 
have a close-fitting cover, and with a mod­ 
erate fire the rice is steamed rather than 
boiled until it is nearly done ; then the 
cover is taken off, the surplus steam and 
moiatnre allowed to escape, and the rice 
turns out a mass of snow-white kernels, 
each separate from the other, and as much 
superior to the usual soggy mass as a fine 
mealy potato ia superior to the water- 
soaked article.

THE 
PEOPLE'3 
BUSINESS 
IS 
MANAGED. 
A San Francisco journal recently ex­ 
pressed the hope, in a timid and deprecat­ 
ing way, that the uewly-appointcd Post­ 
master of that city would nut dismiss the 
Chief Deputy, Mr. Doherty, even though 
the politicians should a-k him to do so. 
We do not know why our contemporary 
ahould expect from Mr. Backus a line of 
conduct Based on higher principles than are 
furnished by the system to which lie is in* 
debted for hit new appointment. We are 
on the contrnry quite certain that so long 
as that system is tolerated by the American 
people, it will continue to produce abuses 
of the kind which our contemporary depre­ 
cates in advance. The situation thus in­ 
troduced to notice may, however, be stud­ 
ied with profit by thinking men. Who is 
this Mr. Doherty, whose removal from 
office it is fear-.d would diminish the effi­ 
ciency of the San Francisco I’ostoffice ? 
Me is a man who has for twenty years been 
the real Postmaster of San Francisco; 
whose knowledge and experience have been 
relied on by a long series of nominal Post­ 
masters ; who has done the principal exec­ 
utive work of the Postoffice; who has by Mb 
activity, honesty, and fidelity earned pro­ 
motion a hundred times, yet who continues 
to drudge, unrecognized, upon a compara­ 
tive pittance, while at intervals some in­ 
competent who is a politician is pat over 
him, and is given all the honors and emolu­ 
ments of the office. And every time that 
snch a change takes place this poor 
Doherty mnst tremble for his livelihood, 
and American journalists, who seem not 
to know that the American people have 
any voice in these matters, are compelled 
to come forward and humbly suggest to 
the new official figurehead that perhaps 
it would be well for him not to dismiss the 
man who has been doing the work for 
which half a dozen consequential Post­ 
masters have been paid, and who, if he is 
not discharged, will give the public some 
guarantee for the effectual performance of 
the work of the Postoffice. 
We arc not singling out the San Fran­ 
cisco Postoffice because there is anything 
peculiar about its condition. Unhappily 
the same remarks will apply to hundreds 
of other Postoffices. We aiced not go far 
from our own doors to find a parallel case. 
Here in Sacramento the real work of the 
Postoffice has for years been transacted by 
Mr. l.ewis. To-day it is understood that 
when Mr. Hopping’s term expires there 
will be a new Postmaster, and already a 
movement is on foot to secure the position 
for a politician who dots not pos­ 
sess a single qualification for it, who 
knows nothing of the duties, and who 
could not be elected to it were it an 
elective office.- Yet there is no guaran­ 
tee that ondcr the infamous spoils system 
this applicant may not be successful, and 
then the man who has made the Sacra­ 
mento Postoffice the most efficient in the 
State, and who, like Doherty,.has merited 
promotion in the only way by which it can 
be earned, will be at the mercy of the in­ 
coming political parasite, and the conven­ 
ience of the public and the safety of the 
mails will be dependent upon the caprice 
of that person. This is what the spoils 
system brings us. Here are two specific 
instances, familiar to thousands of the 
people of California, in which the most 
flagrant injustice has been perpetrated for 
years together apon men whose deserts 
cannot be questioned, yet who, after these 
years of faithful and efficient service, find 
themBelves not only unrewarded, but ex­ 
posed to abrupt removal at the will of 
individuals who cannot perform their offi­ 
cial duties themselves, who have no claim 
upon the public, yet who are allowed to 
revolutionize important public departments 
at their pleasure, and to put their friends 
and dependents in the places o,f capable 
and faithful officials of no matter how long 
standing. 
„ 
There can be no doubt as to what ought 
to hare been done in both these cases, and 
what would have been done if the public 
interest, instead of partisan and private 
greed, were the controlling influence in Fed­ 
eral appointments. The man who ought 
to be Postmaster of San Francisco to day 
is Doherty, and not Backus. The man 
who ought to succeed Hopping as Post­ 
master of Sacramento is Lewis, and not 
any broken-down politician or ward 
striker or “ worker” at primaries and 
in conventions. And these cases are bat 
illustrative of evils which literally swarm 
all over the country. Whatever efficiency 
the United States Postal Service possesses 
to-day is due to the subordinates, who, 
like Doherty and Lewis, perform the real 
work at wretched salaries, while the fund 
which ought to be employed in rewarding 
their zeal and fidelity and capacity is 
squandered in providing “ fa t’’.positions 
for politicians who have neither the ability 
nor the inclination to do the work for 
which they are paid. All over the coun­ 
try the spoils system debauches the public 
service, outrages the people’s most loyal 
and capable servants, and injures the pub­ 
lic interests, in this way, and yet the peo­ 
ple endure the monstrosity, and even learn 
to sue humbly for concessions which it is 
their right to demand. 
Eighteen hundred dollars a 5 ear for the 
real Postmaster; four thousand dollars a 
year for the sham one. That is the scale 
upon which the compensation is arranged, 
and then the real worker must take his 
chances of removal without cause when­ 
ever a new sham head is put to his office. 
Tnis is what the corrupt caut of the day 
cills “ practical politics.” Civil Service Re­ 
form, which means making Postmasters of 
the Dohertys and Lewises, and letting the 
Baekuses and their kind earn their living 
or starve, is repudiated as “ sentimental’’ 
by the people who champion the Bpoils sys- 
t :m. Under this most corrupt and flagi­ 
tious system there is no man so worthless 
and incompetent and dissolute and dishon 
est that he may not hope to obtain a Fed­ 
eral appointment which will make him the 
master of scores of industrious, capable 
and trustworthy men, every one of whom 
is his superior ; while no amount of fidel 
ity, ability, integrity or zeal can secure for 
the subordinates immunity from arbitrary 
removal, or obtain promotion in recognition 
of their services. But we shall have writ­ 
ten to little purpose thus far if we have 
failed to convince our readers that the only 
h )pe of reform lies in the total abolition of 
the system which produces and maintains 
¿hese abuses. It is useless to quarrel with or 
to trust to the appointees underthat system 
It is useless to supplicate the Baekuses not 
to remove the Dohertys. It is vain to 
count upon the prudence, forbearance, patri­ 
otism, of Presidents or Senators or Repre­ 
sentatives. No man has yet appeared in 
public life strong enough to resist the 
tremendous pressure of the spoils system. 
No President can withstand that pressure. 
No member of Congress can even dispense 
with its assistance. The only means by 
which improvement can be had is through 
the removal of the appointing power from 
the President altogther. Kxperience has 
proved that it is a power which no man 
c in employ without constantly abnsiDg 
i;. Neither Congress nor the Executive 
should have any voice in the appointment 
of public officials. Every man who seeks 
office Bhould be made to depend upon his 
o vn capacity alone. Every man's capacity 
should be the sole measure of hia fitness for 
promotion. When the head of a Postoffice 
or other departmental office goes out, the 
subordinate immediately below him should 
bs the preferred candidate, other things 
being equal. But so long as the spoils sys­ 
tem lasts there will be incompetence in 
th> figure-heads, and ill-rewarded toil, 
coupled with cruel uncertainty, will con­ 
tinue to be the lot of the subordinates, no 
matter what their fitness. Against this 
irrational, 
corrupt 
and 
inequitable 
system we protest most earnestly, and call 
upon the public to ¿recognize its folly, dis­ 


honesty, and defiance of their best inter­ 
ests. And we warn the present political 
leaders that they cannot continue to out­ 
rage their constituents by making unfit 
appointments, without forcing into ad*' 
irreconcilable revolt those upon whom they 
moat depen 1 for place and power, and 
without whose support they would speedily 
collapse into insignificance. 


AKABI FAEHA AND GLADSTONE. 


HGME AND 
ABROAD. 


Arabi Pasha appears to have conceived 
for England, as administered hv Mr. Glad­ 
stone, a feeling somewhat similar to that 
which Chile recently manifested toward 
the United States. Chile knew that the 
United States had no navy, and there­ 
fore scoffed at our threats. The Egyptian 
Pasha thinks that though England has a 
navy, Gladstone can be depended upon not 
to use force, and so he 8Daps his lingers at 
the pacific Premier. Mr. Gladstone has 
no doubt done much to produce the im­ 
pression that nothing can induce him to 
fight. His course in regard to Afghanis­ 
tan, and his course in regard to the Trans­ 
vaal, conveyed this impression to the 
Oriental races. England has completely 
lost her former prestige at Constantinople, 
and now an Egyptian Colonel who by a 
successful revolt has become virtually 
master of the Khedive, thinks it safe to 
spit upon the beard of the English in­ 
fidel. 
Nor does it seem probable that 
Mr. Gladstone will do anything to make 
Arabi Bay repeat his temerity. No Euro 
pean troops will be landed unless a 
massacre 
occurs, 
and then it will 
be too late. It is one of the drawbacks 
inseparable from a 
waiting 
policy 
like Mr. Gladstone’s that it is always liable 
to break down in presence of the unforeseen 
and that when it does so break down it 
produces many embarrassing and discredita­ 
ble complications. Should the Khedive, 
whose whole dependence is upon Eogland, 
be murdered, it is safe to predict that the 
last shade of English influence in the East 
would disappear, and that the effect would 
be very dangerous in India. Again, we 
now find Mr. Gladstone actually driven, 
by stress of his own policy, to enter into 
negotiations with “ the unspeakable Turk,” 
and to recognize the Porte as fully as 
though he had never advocated the driving 
of that power out of Europe, “ bag and 
“ baggage.” Altogether Eogland under a 
Liberal Government cuts rather a humili­ 
ating ligure in the Egyptian situation, 
and as Iiussian influence is now believed to 
be paramount at Constantinople, it is not 
probable that the last of the embarrass­ 
ments has been seen.

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DAVITT’S ALLEGED PROGRAMME. 
It is reported that Davitt has deter­ 
mined to carry the land reform question into 
England and Scotland, and that he will 
forth frith canvass those countries in behalf 
of the abolition ef landlordism. If he has 
plenty of leisure, and the interests of Ire­ 
land appear to him of secondary conse­ 
quence, he can no doubt eDjoy a very lively 
season in this way. 
But a man who 
naturally desires to witness the fruition of 
his own schemes will do well to avoid an 
undertaking the magnitude of which is 
such that probably several generations 
must elapse before it can be determined. 
A land reform movement in England a»d 
Scotland might be brought about, but that 
would be merely the entering wedge. The 
abolition of landlordism, even supposing it 
possible, must be a work of time and im­ 
mense labor, and no man now living is 
likely to see the accomplishment of the 
task. If Davitt imagines that he can create 
in England and Scotland anything like the 
furore which it is easy to produce among his 
mercurial countrymen, he knows very lit­ 
tle of the temperament of the people he 
has to^o with, and he will probably be dis­ 
appointed in the outcome of hia experi­ 
ment. Still it may be worth while to try 
it, If not from his personal standpoint, 
then for the sake of mankind generally, 
and the disappointment of individual am­ 
bitious should not weigh for a moment 
against the good of the race.

The T reasury M ysteries. 
C hicago, June 5.h,—Regarding the Doyle 
caee, a Washington special says : Mysteri­ 
ous thiDgs are constantly happening. Only a 
little over a week ago the Custodian of the 
Bureau, Bell, was dismissed for carelessness, 
in leaving two important dies outside the safe 
whoa the cloiing-up time came. Now, since 
Bell is out, he refuses to talk about his case, 
aud adds to the mystery of his dismissal, ap­ 
parently being very well satisfied with his 
disgrace. Upon the heels of this comes the 
mysterious poisoning of Brooks, the Chief of 
the Secret Service. One day during last 
week he was violently ill, and so were a num­ 
ber of the members of his family. Examina­ 
tion showed that arsenic was in the beef 
tongue eaten by the family. Why should 
Brooks be poisoned at a time when 
rumors are plenty at the Treasury 
that the counterfeiters . hold enough 
Jtock in reserve to dictate their own 
terms, and while rumors of other counter­ 
feit issues from the Government transfer 
work are heard constantly in official circles ? 
In all this medley of mystery and intrigue, 
the case of Doyle at Chicago is made to look 
very small. Whether he gets out or Lot, is 
not now regarded as of much consequence, if 
the Government can really get at tne bottom 
of the affair. Gne thing is certain, the Treas­ 
ury people will not be able to ro on much 
further without attraclicg tho attention of 
Congress. If it were not so near the close of 
the session, when so many interests are press­ 
ing to the front, a resolution of inquiry would 
have been introduced and pushed for consid­ 
eration. 
It h believed that this week the Treasury 
people will order Brockway and Smythe re­ 
leased. If this is done, the interest Will he 
concentrated upon the Treasury investigation 
of the alleged facts subm itted in the interest 
of 1 )oyle. The stories are 1 fi iat of about $23,­ 
000,000 in Government bonds having been 
issued by means of the stolen dies. 
The B onded S pirit* InvtM Igutlon. 
W ashington, Juno 5:h. — Shufeldt, of 
Chicago, the President of the National Dis­ 
tiller/ Association, testified that he raised 
$4,000 from the Ken ucky distillers to get a 
bill pissed reducing the tax to 50 cents a gal­ 
lon. They intended to hire a lawyer? The 
bill was amended by striking out the reduc­ 
tion clause, and the fund is now intact. The 
money was collected from Kentucky because 
the bonded section of the bill is more in tkeir 
interest than in the interests of the North­ 
west. He had, besides this, raised $1,500 in 
Cincinnati, $1,000 in Lexington, and $1,000 
in Pennsylvania. About $1.500 has been 
used in defending the prohibition suits in 
Kaneas and Ohio, and about $1,500 in de­ 
fraying the personal expenses of the Execu­ 
tive Committee. Not a dollar was used other­ 
wise. Nobody ever approached the witness 
offering assistance or wanting employment. 
The Northwest was chiefly interested in se­ 
curing a reduction of tho tax, because it was 
largely interested in the export trade, and a 
reduction to 50 cents per gallon, which would 
leave a tax of 94 cents per gallon on proof 
spirits, would enable them to export and also 
to sell their alcoholic spirits for u«e at home 
in the arts and manufactures, which they 
cannot do now and compete with foreign 
spirits. Varnishes can now be imported 
cheaper than can be made. If the bonded 
period was not extended, about 34,000,000

D avitt Replies to F orster's A ttack on the 
Land League. 
L ondon, June 5th.—Davitt has written a 
long reply, which appears to-day, to a pam­ 
phlet entitled “ The Truth About the Land 
League,” published anonymously some weeks 
ago and extensively circulated throughout 
the United Kingdom, ar.d now reissued under 
his own Dame, by Arthur Arnold Forster, 
son of the ex-Chief Stcretary for Ireland. 
The purpose cf the pamplet is to show that 
the Land League and those connected with it 
had in view the commission of outrages, 
mutilation, plunder aud murder. The evi­ 
dence is supplied by extracts from speeches 
and newspaper articles. 
Davitt’s reply is that the evidence has been 
garbled. Passages have been persisteutly re­ 
moved from the context, and mitigating parts 
nave been suppressed. Tne object of the 
pamphlet, he says, is to arouse a prejudice 
aud enkindle hate for which opportunity has 
bieu efforded by tbe Dublin assassinations— 
a purpoee which he designates as wicked 
and hateful at a time when the efforts 
of good men on both sides are being 
dir«.c‘:e;l to allay pvsion. Davitt cuttingly 
romaiks that bo regrets that the author had 
not been brought up under a betler influence | 
than that of presenting a He which is half 
truth. He maintains that anything may be 
proved in the same fashion against the re­ 
formers who have given England untaxed 
bread and an extension of the franchise. Had 
not Forster, Sr.. he a»ks, done mischief 
enough, without Forster, Jr., coming forward 
now ? It was Forsters of centuries ago, he 
maintained, who stung Irishmen to madness 
and helped to make the people of the two 
countries hate each other, so that the ac­ 
cursed system might be easier to rule and 
ruin. 
To the charge made in the 
pamphlet that in 1870 Davitt was commit­ 
ted as a felon, having been engaged in a 
plot to murder, Davitt replied that what he 
didin 1870 is 'no proof cf what he didin 
1880, and inquires why the pamphlet, which 
pretends to tell tho truth about the Land 
League, dees not tell the whole truth about 
his share therein. “ I drew up the charter of 
the Latd-Leagu?,” says Davitt, “ and I drew 
up the instructions to organizers. From that 
time uatil the orders of Forster reconsigned 
me to a convict prison, I made a hundred 
speeches. Why does not Forster make quo­ 
tations from any of the-e, if he would find 
me guilty of inciting to outrage and murder? 
The answer is that he caDnot. I defy him to 
name an instance wherein I did otherwise 
than decry force and protest against 
outrage. 
If he 
cannot 
see 
this 
he has no right to go back ten 
years.” Davitt goes fully into the evi­ 
dence against him in 1870, and says it would 
not have hung a dog at another time, and 
that Forster’b suppression of the facts in con­ 
nection therewith is more cruel and cowardly 
thau the act of a miserable Moonlighter in 
Ireland. 
The other statements quoted 
against the Land Leegue, he asperts, are 
made by men who had no more right to rep­ 
resent the League than Forster has to repre­ 
sent the Society of Friends. Iu the extracts 
quoted from the Irish World he accused 
Forster of bringing false witnesses for the 
purpose cf making political capital out of 
uational hate. Ho conclude! with a high 
compliment to Herbert Gladstone, and con­ 
gratulates the Premier on having got rid of 
Forster. 
llon.*e or CoDimons, 
L ondon, Jur.e 5th.—In the House cf Com­ 
mons to-day, during the discussion of the first 
clause of the repression bill, several Irish 
members expressed a wish that the special 
Commission Courts be precluded from trying 
prisoners for troason in consequence of words 
spoken or writen iu a foreign country. 
llarcourt, Home Secretary, insisted that 
Britishsubjects, who in America or elsewhere 
counseled the invasion of Eogland, or com­ 
mitted treasonable acts, ought, in coming 
within the jurisdiction of England, to be made 
amenable for such counsel or acts. 
The firtt clause was theu passed in Com 
mittee of the Whole—221 to 39. 
Parnell, in the discussion, denied that the 
Irish people sympathize with crime.

Sergeant B srw ick furnishes the following 
com parative statem ent of the w eather for 
M ay from 1878 to 1882 inclusive. 
I t will he 
seen th a t M ay, 1879-80, gave more rain than 
any ether ; they were also the coldest, the 
prevailing wind being southw est ter M ay, 
1879, and northw est for M ay, 1880. 
The 
m ost singular thing about M ay, 1*80, is the 
increased hum idity over the other years, 
while it is generally believed th a t a prevail­ 
ing northw est wind would cause it to be much 
dryer than when the direction of the wind is, 
from the south. 
T here was also very much 
m ore wind in M ay, 1880, than usual—in fact, 
over 1,000 miles more than the average for 
five years. 
T ake it all in all, the meteoro. logi­ 
cal conditions for M ay, 1880, w eie of an un­ 
usual character from

THE 
DEATH 
SENTENCE. 


Jo sep h H u rtad o a n d Sim on R aten to be 
H anged on W ednesday, Ju ly 26th. 


Y esterday m orning a t 10 o’clock was the 
tim e set for pronouncing the death sentence 
on Sim on R aten, for the m urder of .lames 
Lansing, and Joseph H urtado, for the m ur­ 
der of Jose K stuardo. 
Long before the ap­ 
pointed hour the Court-room was filled with 
a large crowd of spectators. Sheriff Heilbron 
and his d ep u ’.iei cam e into the Court-room 
w ith the tw o crim inals a few moments before 
10 o’clock. 
The prisoners both appeared 
som ew hat excited, and neither exhibited th at 
don’t-care air which they did during their 
trial. 
B oth men looked paler than usual, and 
it was evident from their appearance that 
their confinem ent was wearing upon them. 
T he attorneys of the defendants occupied 
neats beside them at the bar. 
F.lwood^ B ru­ 
ner, counsel for ltatcn , and C. T. Jones, 
■ counsel for H urtado, filed motions for the ar­ 
rest of judgm ent and for new trials. 
Their 
motions were overruled. 
C. T. .Tones, on be­ 
half of H urtado, filed an affidavit complain­ 
ing cf the illegality of taking the testimony 
of one w itness—a sick woman—when the 
defendant was not present. 
H e claims th at 
the new C onstitution provides th a t the de­ 
fendant m ust be present when the witness 
testify. 
Ju d g e T . B. M cF arland was added 
as counsel f >r H urtado, and will assist C. T. 
Jones in the case. 
W hen Sim on R ite u was asked if be had 
anything to say why the sentence of death 
should not be passed upon him, he arose and 
addressed the C ourt. 
H e sj»oke for about 
fifteen m inutes. 
H is speech was earnest, im­ 
passioned, and at tim es really eloqnent. 
He 
speaks very poor English, and is difficult to 
understand. 
T ha following is about the sub­ 
stance cf his rem arks : 
“ F.ight days before the killing of Lansing 
I pass- d a $5 piece over a bar on Fifth street 
for a 5-cent gla»a of beer. 
The bar keener 
claim ed th a t it was a 25-cent piece, and re­ 
tu rn ed me 20 cents in change. 
I tried to in­ 
duce him to give me the proper chaDge 
W hen I could not prevail upon him to do so 
I w ent to Judge H enry’s room, near by, and 
asked th a t a w arrant should be issued for the 
m an who thus robbed me of my hard-earned 
m oney. 
Judge H enry refused to give me 
the w arrant, and ordered me from his house. 
O a the day b tf »re the homicide I was in the 
H elvetia R israurant, on F ifth street, be 
tween J and K . W hile there I was assaulted 
b y a man by the name of Erickson, who 
p ju n d ed m e up in a most brutal m anner. 
The door was locked, so th at I could not es 
cai»e, and I jum ped through a glass door into 
the street. 
This fight was entirely 
un­ 
provoked on m y part. 
A fter I 
was on 
the 
sidewalk, É ri.kson followed me and 
struck me a blow in the face so hard th a t I 
was felled to the ground, stunned. 
I then 
went to the police station aud asked Chief 
K archer for a w arrant for the arrest of the 
man who had so brutally assaulted me. 
The 
Chief told me th at he did not issue w arrants, 
but th a t if I would call next m orning I could 
procure one. 
A t 10 o’clock the next day 1 
went to the C ity A ttorney and asked for a 
w airant. 
H e requested m eto go ou t into the 
back yard and w ait awhile. 
I did so. 
A t 
about tw enty m inutes past 11 I returned, re­ 
newed my request and was ordereo away. 
1 
then went to Judge H enry and asked him for 
a w arrant, and ha also refused to issue one. 
W hen I could get no redress in the Courts, 
and 
fearing 
th a t 
EricksoD 
would 
kill 
me, 
1 
purchased 
a 
pistol, 
and 
made 
up 
my 
m ind 
to 
defend 
m vself. 
I 
m et Erickson in the afternoon, 
lie drew 
his pistol, bu t I got iu m y shot first. 
1 did 
not sboot again, b u t endeavored to escape 
being shot m yself. 
I ran around the corner 
into F ourth street, thence into the alley, with 
a howling m**bin pursuit, crying ‘ Shoot him !’ 
4 H ang h im !’ * K ill him !' 
M r. W ilson had a 
rope in his hand to hang me w ith. 
J u st at 
th at m om ent Jam es Lansing ran out, inter­ 
cepted iue, and I thought my life was in 
danger. 
Ons cf roy eyes was com pletely 
closed from the effects of the beating given 
me the day before. 
I did not intend to kill 
Lansing. 
I fl urished my pistol in order to 
intim idate my pursuers. 
W hen I fired 1 did 
not intend to hit Laosing. 
H ad I have re­ 
ceived justice from the C ity A ttorney and 
Police Judge the homicide would never have 
occurred. 
I am a hard-working, honorable 
man, and a good mechanic. 
H ad I received 
the protection I had a right to ask for at the 
Police Court, Lansing to-day would be alive 
and 1 would not be a condem ned crim inal.” 
11 aten spoke of hia counsel, stated th a t he 
had given him $‘200 in money, and he did not 
know w hether he had done his d u ty ftr not. 
T h e C /u rt assured K aten -th at his counsel, 
M r. Bruner, had done everything th a t could 
be done for hia case. 
D uring the tim e th at 
K itcn was delivering hia address, although 
the room was crowded a ln u st to suffocation, 
it w*h so quiet th a t the ticking of the clock 
could be heard all through the room. 
Judge Denson, after 11 ten had fiuished, 
spoke as follows : 
'* This being the day here­ 
tofore de?\gnated and appointed by the order 
of this C ourt for the pronouncing and ren ­ 
dering cf sentence and judgm ent against the 
defendant, Sim on R ateo, upon the verdict 
of the ju ry heretofore rendered herein, now, 
on this day, comes the sai 1 defendant to the 
bar of the Court, in the custody of the Sheriff 
and attended by Elwood B runer, his attorney 
and counselor; and cornes al»o H enry L. 
Buckley, th e D istrict A ttorney of the coun­ 
ty, who prosecuted for th e people, and moves 
this C ourt to pronounce and render jndgme» I 
of death in accordance w ith the verdict of 
the ju ry ; whereupon th e said defendant is 
informe 1 by the C ourt of the inform ation 
fi’ed ngainst him by the D istrict A ttorney 
ofjjtbis county, charging him w ith the crime 
of m urder iu the killing of one Jam es L an­ 
sing ; of his arraignm ent upon the said in­ 
form ation, and his plea thereto of not guilty ; 
of his tri il and convic ion by the verdict of 
the ju ry of his own selection, by which he 
was found ‘ guilty of 
m ird er in the first 
degree,’ and of the order of the C ourt fixing 
this day as tha tim e of rerderiiijF judgm ent 
upon said verdict, and is asked by the C ourt 
w hether he has any legal cause to show why 
judgm ent should Dot be pronounced ; the 
C ourt proceeds to render the judgm ent. 
I t 
is therefore considered by the C ourt here, 
aud it is ordered, adjudged and decreed, th at 
he, tbe said defendant, Sim on R aten, ba pun­ 
ished by the inflict ion of d ;ath , and th a t he 
be hung by the neck u n til he is dead. 
And 
it is fu rth er ordered an 1 a d ju 'V ’.d th a t the 
said Sim on R aten be henc? rem anded into the 
custody of the Sheriff of Sacram ento county, 
Califoripa, and th a t he be by said «Sheriff 
securely and eafelv kept ia cloee confinement 
u ntil taken ou t in execution of this judgm ent. 
And it is further ordered th a t a w arrant of 
execution, in due form of law, be forthw ith 
issued upon this judgm ent, signed by the 
Judge of this Court, and attested by the 
C lerk hereof, under hit* hand and the seal of 
this Court, and placed iu the hands of the 
Sheriff of the county of Sacram ento, com­ 
m anding him , the said Sheriff, to execute the 
judgm ent iu this case by hanging ihs said de­ 
fendant, Sim on R aten, by the neck u ntil he 
is dead, on W ednesday, the 26th day of July, 
1882, w hich day is hereby appointed an the 
day for carrying the j i lgm ent herein into 
execution.” 
H u rta d o , when asked if he had anything to 
síy why sentence should not be passed upon 
him , replied in a clear tone of voice, “ I have 
no rem arks to m ake.” 
Judge Denson then 
pronounce the sentence, sim ilar to th a t pro­ 
nounced on Ilatan , saying th a t the prisoner 
should bs hanged u ntil he was dead on 
W ednesday, J u ly 26, 1882. 
B oth cases will be appea.'ed to tin Suprem e 
Court. T he cases w ill b- heard in th a t Court 
and decided before the »l-»y s tt for execution, 
ila te n ’s statem en t yesterday was a rem ark 
able one, from th e fact th a t he has up to th a t 
tim e alw ays stoutly denied the shooting. 
A 
great m any who were present yes’erday and 
heard him, say th a t if h •» had made toe same 
statem ent during his trial ha never could 
have been convicted of m urder ia the first 
degree. One of th e m eu who was on the jury 
th a t convicted him says th a t if R aten had 
m ade th a t statem en t before the ju ry he never 
would have been sentenced to be hang d. M r. 
B runer, his attorney, says he is confident he 
could have saved him from the gallows had 
R aten inform ed him of those facts. 
F o r sev­ 
eral dayB past H urtado has been very de­ 
spondent, and evidently has bu t little hope. 
Y esterday his aged m other called to see him, 
and their m eeting was m ost affecting. Ilateu 
grows uglier in disposition every day. 
Y es­ 
terday m orning he refused to eat or dress 
himself, and for some tim e it was feared th at 
there would be difficulty in getting him to 
the Court-room. 
H e finally yielded to the 
requests of Ja ile r N ew bert, and did as he 
was bid.

H e ld . — Y esterday, about 
10 
o’clock a. m., the body of P eter P eterson was 
found floating in the Sacram ento river, ju st 
below Sutterville. 
T he body was taken in
